As the colours of the wires in the mains lead of this apparatus may not correspond with 
the coloured markings identifying the terminals in your plug proceed as follows: 
The wire which is coloured blue must be connected to the terminal which is marked with 
the letter N or coloured black. 
The wire which is coloured brown must be connected to the terminal which is marked 
with the letter L or coloured red. 
lf a 13 Amp (BS1363) plug or any other type of Plug is used a 5 Amp Fuse must be 
fitted, either in the Plug or Adaptor, or on the Distribution Board.

@ EURO SOCKET 

A video cassette recorder, video disc 
player, TV games or home computér can 
be connected to EURO-AV_socket with an 
appropriate connecting cable. 

When program location ‘‘AV”’ is selected, 
the TV is switched for direct video input 
mode, and RF stages of the receiver are 
muted (Refer to Fig. C-1) 
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VCR OPERATION BY EURO SOCKET 


All most of VCR has a certain switching signal to change the TV receiver to the “AV” mode. 
So, if you turn the VCR on to “‘PLAY BACK”’ mode under the condition of connected the SCART 
CABLE between VCR and TV receiver, then the TV receiver will be changed to “‘AV’ mode 
automatically and you will enjoy the VCR picture.

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OPERATION OF THE TELEVISION 


PANEL DOOR 
To open the PANEL’ DOOR, press it down gently. 





POWER ON/OFF SWITCH 

Gently press the POWER ON/OFF switch to turn on your TV. When the actual 

power turns on initially, program is preset to program number 1 and display 
(on CHANNEL INDICATOR. 
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PROGRAMMING THE TV-CHANNELS 
1. Select your desired program number by pressing the PROGRAM 
UP(+)/DOWN(-—) buttons (<-->). 





2. Press the SEARCH UP(+) or een? button until your desired channel 
is tuned (<4). 
lf the desired channel is tuned, slightly press the SEARCH UP(+) o 
DOWN(-—) button again to make just fine tuning. 
At this time, the selected program number in the CHANNEL INDICATOR 
is flickered continuously. 


3. Press the PROGRAM MEMORY button (<8). And then, the tuned chan- 
nel is memorized automatically in selected program number. At this time, 
the flickering of the selected program number is stopped. 


4. For continuous program memory, repeat from 1) to 3). 


VOLUME CONTROL (1) 

lf you want to increase the sound level, press the VOLUME UP( +) button step 
by step. 

If you decrease, press VOLUME DOWN(-—) button. 

If it is necessary to mute the sound immediately, press the MUTE button. 
To obtain the former volume, press it again. 





M@ MEMORIZING THE VOLUME LEVEL. 

When the desired volume level is reached, press the memory button (8) mark- 
ed (<8). This will memorizes the volume to your desired setting. Returning 
to this level, every time the television is turned on. This function can also be 
performed, using the remote control. (SEE PAGE 9). 


COLOUR CONTROL (@ ) 

The COLOUR control sets the intensity of the colours. This control should be 
set to where the colours appear normal in intensity and brilliance to you. Some 
programs may not be transmitted in colour. If so, you cannot add colour by 
adjusting COLOUR UP(+)/DOWN(-—) buttons.

BRIGHTNESS CONTROL (<}) 

When the BRIGHTNESS UP(+) button is pressed step by step, the darker por- 
tions of the picture are lightened. To reduce the brightness, press the 
BRIGHTNESS DOWN(-—) button.

CONTRAST CONTROL ( (@ ) 

CONTRAST control adjusts contrast, brightness and colour all at once. When 
the CONTRAST UP(+) button is pressed step by step, contrast becomes 
greater and colour deeper. Pictures become sharpest in the daytime (when 
surroundings are brighter) by pressing the CONTRAST UP(+) button. In the 
evening hours (when surroundings are darker), the sharpest picture is obtain- 
ed by pressing the CONTRAST DOWN(-—) button.

—@ MEMORIZING THE COLOUR/BRIGHTNESS/CONTRAST LEVELS. 

When the desired level for each of the above controls are reached, press the 
memory button(8) marked (<8). This will memorize those levels to your desired 
settings. Returning to those settings, every time the television is turned on. 
This function can also be performed, using the remote control. (SEE PAGE 9).

@ HOW TO USE THE -10, +10 BUTTON ON THE REMOTE CONTROL 


There are 39 channels available, to select those channels using the REMOTE CONTROL pro- 
ceed as described in the following Steps.

Selection of channel/programs 1 to 9. Use the channel/prog am buttons 1 to 9. 
Selection of channel/programs 10 and over. First select the button marked + 10, with each 
press of this button the first digit in the window display will increase in multiples of 10. 


When the first digit multiple has been selected, use the channel buttons 1 to 9 to enter 


the second digit. (ie channel/program 22 required,) press the +10 button twice followed 
by channel button number 2. Channel/program 22 now selected. 

NB. To return back to channels 1 to 9 the — 10 button must be pressed an equal number 
of times. 


AIV FUNCTION 
To select the A/V function, use the button marked O/AV on the remote control. 


CHANNEL SKIP FUNCTION (Used with quick scan channel up/down keys)

Using the remote control, select the channel number to be skipped (For the following ex- 
ample we have selected channel 7) 


. Now using the television controls, press once only the tuning + or — buttons (m4). 

. Now press the normal button (><). | 

. Now press the memory button (<P). Skip function now entered for channel number 7. 
. Repeat steps 1 to 4 above until you have skipped all the channel you require. 


NB. On initial switch on some channels may already have the skip function implemented. 


TO CLEAR SKIPPED CHANNELS

Using the remote control channel/program buttons, select the channel number with the 
skip function implemented. 


‘Now press the memory button (<®). The skipped channel will now be restored, Repeat 


steps 1 and 2 to restore each channel skipped. 


TO CLEAR CHANNELS IN A/V FUNCTION 


On initial switch on, some channels may switch to the A/V mode. To clear those channels 
back to T/V mode, proceed as follows:

Select a channel/program above or below the channel with the A/V mode selected. 
Now press the tuning search up or down buttons (4). 

Now using the channel/program button, change channel to select the channel with the 
A/V function implemented. 

Now press the memory button (<>). 
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@ HOW TO OPERATE THE STAND-BY MODE 


When the POWER SWITCH is on, the set may also be turned off by use of the STAND-BY 
BUTTON on the Remote Control. The STAND-BY INDICATOR will light when the set is 
turned off by this button to show that the set is in “STAND-BY” mode and not fully off. 
While in this mode the set continues to draw a small current. Thus if the set is not in opera- 
tion, or is left unattended, it should be switched off by use of the POWER SWITCH. 
To see your desired program in STAND-BY MODE, press the desired program button 
on the Remote Control. 


BATTERY 

The Remote Control is powered by battery. 

The battery should be inserted as shown below. 

e Remove the battery compartment lid by sliding it in the direction of the arrow. 
e Remove the battery and insert a new QV battery.

INTERFERENCE CAUSES 


The most up-to-date to eliminate interference are incorporated in your television receiver. 
Local conditions, however, can create disturbances which visibly affect your picture. Proper 
installation, good aerial connection and following the advice of your dealer are your best 


safeguards against the following disturbances. | 


The most common type of television disturbances are as follows: 


= ——  £F BM IGNITION: 
| Black spots or horizontal streaks may appear, picture 
a may flutter or drift. Usually caused by interference 
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Se from automobile ignition system, neon lamps, elec- 
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i trical drills and other electrical appliances. 
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GHOSTS: 
Ghosts are caused by the television signal following 
two paths. One is the direct path and the other Is 
reflected from tall buildings, hills or some other ob- 
jects. Changing the direction or position of the aerial 
may improve the reception.

SNOW: 
lf your receiver is located at the fringe area of a televi- 


sion station where the signal is weak, your picture may 
be marred by the appearance of small dots. When 
the signal is extremely weak, it may be necessary to 
install a special aerial to improve the picture. 


RADIO FREQUENCY INTERFERENCE: 
The interference produces moving ripples or diagonal 
streaks, and in some cases, causes loss of the con- 
trast in the picture.
